Widow’s Lawyer Says Lack of 
Money Because Estate Is Tied

AUTOPSY WAS PERFORMED 


Action Taken at Request of 
Plaintiffs in Present Proceed- 
ing—Death Natural. 


A-+Post-Dispatch reporter learned 
today that the body of Thomas W. 


Kinser, who died Dec. 31, and whose 
$400,000 estate is now the subject of 
a contest in the Probate Court, is 
stfll unburied, and is being held by 
the Wagoner Undertaking Co. 

Max Ruler, attorney for Kinser’s 
widow, Mrs. Jennie Ruth Kinser of 
4251 West Pine boulevard, was asked 
as to the reason for the delay in 
burial. He said the estate was “tied 
up” by the suit filed by Mrs. Maud 
Kinser in behalf of Kinser’s two 
grandchildren by his first marriage, 


and as a participant in the estate. 
The suit is based on an old statute, 
which provides that a wife’s miscor- 
duct, if not condoned by the hus- 
band, may bar her from her dower 
rights. They have undertaken to 
prove misconduct on her part.

Dr. G. W. Carson, testifying 
yesterday afternoon, said the cause 
of death was heart failure and ar- 
terial hardening. Kinser was 63 
years old. 

Thomas E. Francis, an attorney, 
who formerly had business relations 
with Kinser, testified yesterday aft- 
ernoon that, after Kinser’s death, 
Attorney White asked him, in the 
presence of the Coroner, if he was 
not surprised at Kinser’s death. 
When he said he was, White sug- 
gested that angautopsy be performed, 
Francis said.

English Commander Says Germans Attacked 
in Dense Masses and Were Cut Down by 
Rifles, Machine Guns and Artillery— 
Firing Heard Across Channel. 


BRITISH ARMY HEADQUARTERS IN FRANCE, March 22 
(By A. P.).—The fighting is still continuing, but the first stage of 
the offensive has passed. The enemy has failed badly in the execu- 
tion of his program, as is attested by captured documents showing 
what he planned to do in the early hours of his offensive. 

Vigorous counter attacks late yesterday restored some of the 


positions which the British had abandoned temporarily. 
The exact British line cannot be made public at present. The 


only reason is that it might furnish the enemy with valuable in- 
formation. | 
This morning the German fire was heavy in the region of 


Croisilles. There were indications that they intended to continue | 


their attacks today. 
The weather is cold and bleak. “A heavy mist ‘ill air recon- 


noissances impossible. This is of advantage to the British, as the 
enemy is deprived of greatly needed aerial observations, 

The Germans in many sections yesterday attacked in three 
waves of infantry, followed up by shock troops. * As a result they 
suffered very heavy casualties.

President or Organization So Testifies

Committee. 

WASHINGTON, March 22. (By A. 

P.).—President von. Bosse of the Ger- 
man-American Alliance, in testifying 
before the Senate investigating com- 
mittee yesterday, said the alliance 
opposed American participation in 
all foreign loans before the United 
States entered the war, including an 
attempt to float a private loan to 
Germany. 

Under cross-examination the wit- 
ness said he could not recall the al- 
liance having made any public state- 
ment or demonstration against Ger- 
many’s violation of international law 
or having given any warning to Ger- 
many before the United States went 
to war of what the consequences 
would be if the violations were con- 
tinued. He said some members of 
the alliance condemned the sinking 
of the Lusitania and the Sussex and 
others did not. 

Published articles by Von Bosse in 
which he asserted the purposes of 
the alliance is to further German 
kultur were read and he admitted 
having written them, but said the 
word “kultur” meant only the teach- 
ing of German in the public schools 
and furthering interest in German 
art and science. He admitted ~ the 
alliance worked with the Hibernian 
organization in opposing a peace 
tr eaty with Great Britain. 

“If we are to be held disloyal for 
utterance before the United . Statés 
entered the war,” said the witness,

PRESIDENT ISSUES NEW RULES 
FOR CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS 


Men Who Refuse to Accept Noncom- 
batant Service Will Be Dealt With 
Severely. 

WASHINGTON, March 22 (By A. 
P.).—President Wilson has directed 
that conscientious objectors drafted 


willing to accept noncombatant serv- 
ice as provided in the draft law shall, 
in extreme cases, be confined In dis- 
ciplinary barracks, but when they do 
not actually disobey a command shall 
be held for whatever disposition the 
Secretary of War may make of their 
cases. 

Each such objector is to be given 
the benefit of a full explanation of 
the law by a tactful and considerate 
officer and would be given the choice 
of a wide range of activities includ- 
ing-almost everything except actual 
fighting. In accordance with the 
President’s order the Secretary of 
War will revise sentences of courts- 
martial heretofore held of persons 
who come within the conscientious 
objectors class and judgments at va- 
riance with the order will be; 
changed. 

Objectors who have no preference | 
will be assigned to the medical corps, | 
but they may serve in the quarter-| 
master department, all branches of, 
which are considered noncombatant, | 
in any engineer work in the United 
States or in the rear of the zone of 
operations abroad. Any man who is 
drafted but fails to report because of 
alleged conscientious scruples, will be 
treated as a deserter.

WRITES OF CARRYING 


No Risk in Going to First 
Line Except During Attack. 


Johnston G. Craig, son of R. H. 
Craig of Kirkwood, who went to 
France with the Washington Uni- 
versity hospital unit, has written to 


as a messenger from the front line 
trenches to batteries, since his recent 
transfer into the field artillery. He 
was on detached duty for a week and 
was stationed in an infantry dugout 
from whence he bore messages to the 
battery further to the rear. 

The letter; dated Feb. 15, follows: 

‘This last week is proving to be 
rather an interesting one for me, 
though it is not devoid of hardships. 
For the seven days I am detached 
from the battery and stationed with 
the infantry in a dugout a few min- 
utes’ walk from the front line trench. 
I am here for carrying messages be- 
tween the infantry and artillery. 
Though these two branches are com- 
pletely connected by telephone, im- 
portant messages are carried by foot 
because the Germans quite cften 
manage to connect with our tele- 
phone lines and get messages sent 
ever them. Besides, everything must 
be carried by messenger when lines 
torn up by shell fire are being re- 
paired. 
“Ordinarily I make a trip to the 
battery and then to Battalion Head- 
quarters every morning starting at 
2 o’clock. It takes about an hour 
and one-half to walk to the battery, 
most of this time being required for 
walking through the communicating 
trenches. In the latter you must go 
around fully a thousand turms and 
bends, squeeze through numerous 
tight places and constantly—especial- 
ly at night—slip off the scanty board 
walk into mud and water often more 
than knee deep. The infantry here 
‘feed’ only twice a day because their 
food must be carried thrgugh these 
trenches. 
“Yesterday I took a couple of Y. 
M, C. A. officers into the front ines. 
Before I came here I thought there 
was always some risk connected with 
going into the front, lines, but now 
I know that there is seldom any ex- 
cept in the midst of an attack during 
The lines here have 
changed very little during the past 
two years, consequently No Man’s 
Land is nothing but a series of shell 
holes and is more thoroughly cut up 
than if a stick of dynamite had been 
set off under each square foot. The 
whole is covered with a mass of 
barbed wire so thick that you 
wouldn't expect a bullet to penetrate 
it more than a few yards. Just in 
front of the place where i entered the 
trench was the greater part of a 
frenchman’'s trousers hanging _ by 
shreds on the barbed wire. I cer- 
tainly felt sorry for the fellow. 
“The only soldiers in the trench at 
the time were those on lookout duty 
and they were well protected from 
the few shells and machine gun bul- 
lets that passed over their heads. 
The dugout that I am living in for 
the week is not the most conveni- 
ent one I have seen by any means. 
It’s so low you can’t stand up; the 
beds are so close together you can’t 
sit on them, and the azssle is so 
narrow there is no room for a seat. 
Consequently all you can do is to 
stand up outside in a communicating 
trench—at the risk of being shot at 
if seen by an airplane scout—or lie 
in bed. I must with difficulty crawl 
over another man iin order to get 
to my cot, and then the chfcken- 
wire mattress is so nearly gone that 
I have just about three points of sup- 
port. 
“Nevertheless I sleep quite soundly 
in spite of the nearness of water and 
rats. Last night I even lay in bed 
studying French and reading ‘West- 
ward Ho.’ Very few of the regular 
soldiers care about learning French, 
and with them I am supposed to 
know quite a bit of the language. 
But I am findin® ft rather difficult 
to learn enough to carry on any con- 
versation. I think the war will last 
long enough for me to learn it pretty 
well, however.”

Toe the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

With the collapse of Russia, it is more 
evident than ever that America will be 
called upon to bear a greater share of the 
war, and no class of its heterogeneous cit!- 
venship will escape paying its due toll in 


blood and treasure. Therefore, it should be 
the policy of the Government to make it 
possible for each class to make these sacri-- 
fices cheerfully and willingly, not from 
fear or intimidation, but rather from an 
honest conviction that America stands for 
the protection of its interest in no less de- 
gree than that of any other class of its 
citizenship. 

We black people have been called upon 
to bear our share of the nation's burden, 
and how well we have responded is a 
matter of public knowledge; but when the 
question arises as to our rights as citi- 


_vens, our Government is painfully silent. 


America is fighting to make the world safe 
for democracy, that the weak and op- 
pressed people of the world may have 
something to say as to how they shall be 
governed. It does not seem to have oc- 
curred to us that America is by no means 
safe for democracy, and that Germany 
could draw about as substantial indictment 
against us in that regard as we can against 
her. In what manner is the condition of 
the black people of this country superior 
to that of those weak and oppressed peo- 
ple of Europe whom we are sent to liber- 
ate? We cali the Germans Huns and bar- 
barians because of their brutalities com- 
mitted during the war, when in America, 
not only during the war, but in time of 
peace, We are constantly burning human 
beings alive. Could not the Germans paint 
the Americans about as black at heart as 
the skin of the negro whom they burn? 
Our President,.as the spokesman of the 
American people; who has so nobly ex- 
pressed our sentiments as to the rights of 
the oppressed in other countries, realizing 
the staggering burden of the colored peo- 


ple of this nation, could greatly alleviate |

Maxim Gorky’s statistics showing what Ger- 
many has already seized from Russia give in con- 
crete and easily grasped terms an account of the 
most stupendous quantity of loot of which a mod- 
ern nations has ever been plundered. They show 
that the Germans have already taken 4 per cent 
of Russia’s total area, "26 per cent of its popula- 
| tion, 27 per cent of its cultivated land, 37 per cent 
of its production of foodstuffs, 26 per cent of its 
railroad mileage, 53 per cent of its manuacturing 
industries, 39 percent of its machinery, 73 per 
cent of its iron and 75 per cent of its coal. And 
their armies are still advancing, still seizing, still 
plundering. 

If the war ended today with the Kaiser retain- 
ing this booty the prize would be great enough 
to have justified, in a material sense, all his ex- 
penditures of men and treasure in the last three 
and a half years.

SECRET OF ONE DEFEAT 

Light on an obscure phase of the war, the 
breakdown of the first British campaign in Meso- 
potamia and the surrender almost in sight of 
Bagdad, is thrown by Dr. C. H. Mayo of. Roches- | 
ter, Minn., now a Major in the medical service. | 
He declares that this failure, perhaps the most 
complete of any allied operation of importance 
during the war, was due to a lack of sanitation 
and the resultant effects on the health of the 
troops. | 

That, after the lessons taught in the Russo- 
Japanese War and the progress made since in 
the science of safeguarding the health of an 
army and the universal appreciation of the neces- 
sity of sanitary precautions, this tragical col- 
lapse could be due to such a cause seems al- 
most incredible. But even if it was only an meci- 
dental or contributing cause, it points impres- 
sively to a branch of war effort in which in- 
effectiveness and delay will not be excused. 

At Fort Riley a great military camp is being 
built up not only for the treatment of army 
patients, but for the training of men as med- 
ical auxiliaries wherever their services may be 
required. Too much emphasis cannot be placed 
on this work. Eternal vigilance is the price of 
army health. It is not enough to know all the 
latest wonder-working resources of sanitation. 
They must be applied so continuously, energet- 
ically, remorselessly and comprehensively as to: 
overcome the influence of prejudiced opposition, 
indifference and neglect.

South of the Rio Grande the Ger- 
mans are working against us, doing 
their best to prejdice the Mexicans 
against the United States, playing 
upon old hatreds und creating new 
ones, and, in the meantime, by their 
purchase of properties and of mines, 
creating a situation that will consti- 
tute for us in the future a most dif- 
ficult and dangerous problem. 

The Germans cannot understand 
why we do not take advantage of 
conditions in Mexico in order to con- 
quer and hold that unfortunate 
country. They could not believe that 
we were actuated by a spirit of ideal- 
ism and that we were patiently suf- 
fering much in order really to help 
Mexico. They could not believe that 
we were waiting in order to convince 
not only Mexico but the other states 
of Central America and the great 
friendly republics of South America 
that it was not our policy to use the 
dissensions and weakness of our 
neighbors to gain territory. 

On one occasion before the war I 
and several other Ambassadors were 
dining with the Kaiser and after din- 
ner the conversation turned to the 
strange sights to be seen in America. 
One of the Ambassadors, I think it 
was Cambon, said that he had seen 
in America whole houses 
moved along the roads, something of 
a novelty to buropean eyes, where 
the houses, constructed of brick and 
stone, cannot be transported from 
place to place like our wooden frame 
houses. The Emperor jokingly re- 
marked: “Yes, I am sure that the 
Americans are moving their houses. 
They are moving them down toward 
the Mexican border.”

UR party was so numerous that 
we were compelled to charter 
a special train to take us from 
Madrid to La Coruna, the port in the 
extreme northwestern corner of 
Spain, from which the Infanta Isa- 

bela was to sail. 

Just before the train started a 
Spanish gentleman from the Foreign 
Office who had courteously come to 
see us off, said to me, *“ Do you 
know you have a Duke as engineer? 
The Duke of Saragossa is going to 
take out your train.” So we ran for- 
ward to the engine and I shook 
hands with the Duke, who was in 
blue overalls. 

The Duke of Saragossa, Grandee of 
Spain, often drives the engine of the 
Kine’s train. Why he engineered our 
train I do not know, unless it was 
because of the rumors that German 
agents would try to stop my journey 
home. 

At any rate, the Duke proved a 
most competant engineer, guiding us 
with velvet touch through the steep 
inclines and sharp turns of the 
Guardarama Mountains. At Venta de 
Ranos his turn at the engine ended 
and on my invitation he came to 
dine with us in the dining car. He 
proved a most charming gentleman, 
speaking English well. He said his 
great ambition was to visit America 
and see the big locomotives and the 
pretty girls. At dinner he was, of 
course, dressed in his 6vefalls and 
carried out the professional touch 
by using clean cotton waste instead 
of a pocket handkerchief. 

Arrived at La Coruna in the morn- 
ing, carriages sent by the Spanish 
Government met us and the Mayor 
and the other officials were most 
polite. The Mayor accompanied us 
on board ship next day, giving to 
Mrs. Gerard a beautiful basket of 
flowers entwined with ribbons of 
the colors of the City of La Coruna. 

We found the Infanta Isabela a 
clean, splendid ship, her captain 
competent and kind. I cheerfully 
recommend her to any who wish 
@ safe voyage across the Atlantic 
during the war. 

My stay in Havana was brief and 
I was soon en route northward from 
Key West. | 

As our train came north through 
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Florida there were crowds and 
bands at the stations, and at St. 
Augustine my eyes were delighted 
by the sight of Frank Munsey and 
ex-Senator Chauncey Depew. 

At the station in Washington Sec- 
retary McAdoo met me. Whata 
splendid record of achievement is his 
since the war! And now with the 
burden of all the railways in the 
country added to that of finance, I 
suppose in no country at war has one 
man so successfully undertaken such 
gigantic tasks. 

President Wilson was _ ill in bed, 
but next day got up on purpose to 
hear my report. I was with him for 
more than an hour. 

he following day I arrived in New 
York, being met in Jersey City by a 
committee headed by the celebrated 
lawyer, John B. Stanchfield; Clar- 
ence Mackay, Herbert Swope (whose 
splendid articles in the New York 
World were the first warnings 19 
America and other countries respect- 
ing the ruthless submarine warfare). 
United States Marshal Thomas D. 
McCarthy, State Senator Foley, 
James J. Hoey and a faithful trio of 
good friends who saw me off for 
Denmark only a rew months before. 
I was escorted to the city hall, where 
I was welcomed by the Mayor. Ina 
speech on the steps of the city hall 
I said: 

“We are standing today very near 
the brink of war, but I want to as- 
sure you that if we should be drawn 
into the conflict it will be only after 
our President has exhausted every 
means consistent with upholding the 
honor and dignity of the United 
States to keep us from war. I left 
Berlin with a clear conscience, be- 
cause I felt that during all my stay 
there I had omitted nothing to make 
for friendly relations and peace be- 
tween the two nations. ) 


a very giad today to see on

German descent. It is only natural 

that citizens of German descent in 

the beginning of the war should have 
had a sentimental feeling toward 

Germany; that they should have 

looked back through rose-colored

We read to- 
day in the newspapers for the first 
time that there is a prospect that 
after the war the Germans will be

No. 1—BELLE BOYD, the 


WEST VIRGINIA woman and 
A her beautiful 15-year-old 
daughter sat on the step of 
their home one summer afternoon 
in the first year of the Civil War. 
The mother was an invalid, the wife 
of; a Confederate officer. | 
A drunken Union soldier came 
slouching along the street from a 
nearby camp. He spoke insultingiy 
to the sick woman. She answered 
him in sharp rebuke. The soldier 
strode over to whrere she sat and 
struck her across the face. 

Her daughter, with a cry of fury, 
darted into the house, snatched her 
absent father’s revolver from a desk 
drawer, ran back to the porch and 
shot the soldier dead. 

The 15-year-old girl was Belle 
Boyd, destined to become the most 
spectacularly famous spy of the Civil 
War. The insult to her mother had 
changed Belle in one moment from 
a child into a vengeance seeking 
warrior. She offered her services to 
the Confederacy. Her wit and her 
dauntless courage instantly won for 
her a position in the Southern secret 
service. 


HE won the confidence of many 

S young Union officer, in West 

Virginia and elsewhere inside 

the Federal lines. Adroitly the gir] 

led those swains to tell precious mil- 

itary secrets to her. These she 

promptly forwarded to her employ- 

ers at Richmond. As a result one 
Union plan after another failed. 

Belle was at last suspected. She 
was placed under arrest and sent to 
prison at Washington. After three 
months in a cell there she was ex- 
changed for a captured Union Col- 
onel, and once more she took up 
the hazardous task of spying. 

For her services now she received 
a commission as Captain in “Stone- 
wall” Jackson’s army, and was made 
an aid de camp to the General. For 
a time she served brilliantly in this 
odd capacity. Presently she fell in 
love with a Major on Jackson's staff. 
The two were married early in Sep- 
tember of 1862. On their wedding 
day her bridegroom was killed at 
the battle of Antietam. 

To drown her grief Belle plunged 
recklessly into new perils. She did 
valuable spy service in Tennessee and 
then in the Gettysburg campaign, 
risking her life a thousand times. 
She risked it once too often. For 
after Lee made his rapid retreat 
southward from Gettysburg she was 
caught. This time Belle was formal- 
ly-tried as a spy at Washington, and 
was condemned to be shot.

BRAHAM LINCOLN hated the 
A idea of putting a woman to 
death—even if she were a spy.

Belle turned loose upon Harding 
all the powers of her bewitching 
charm. Under the spell of her love 
the Lieutenant forgot his loyalty to 
the old flag. He not only released 
the Captain of the blockade runner 
at Belle’s pleading, but also turned 
over to the girl all his own official 
signal books, papers, etc. Belle pri- 
vately gave these valuablky Unton 
documents to the blockade runner to 
send to the Confederate authorities 
at Richmond. 

Harding begged her to marry him. 
She consented on condition he leave 
the service of the United States. The 
infatuated fool did so. The couple 
were caught and taken to Boston. 
Harding was kicked out of the navy. 
Belle was sentenced once more to be 
shot as a spy. 

Again mercy came to the rescus 
of the imperiled woman. - Lincoln 
(to the disgust of War Secretary 
Stanton), commuted her death sen- 
tence to banishment. Belle hurried 
to England, where Harding joined 
her. There the two were married in 
great splendor, the Prince of Wales 
(afterward Edward VII) being guest 
of honor at the ceremony.

When the Civil War ended she di- 
vorced Hardmg and: married Col.
